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AMATEUR RADIO 
SEARCH AND RESCUE NETWORKS 


By Larry Gansz, KB2GV 

Many large and small ocean- 
going yachts now carry amateur 
equipment aboard in addition to 
VHF /FM to give them extended 
communications capability. In 
support of this, Amateurs have 


established specific nets that will 
support reguiar and emergency 
maritime communications that could 
occur outside the effectve range of 
VHF/FM. When a vessel has entered a 
situation in extremis, the amateur 
equipment has been the only means of 
seeking assistance. This makes these 
nets a vital link between the ocean 
going sailor and a source of assist- 
ance during an emergency. It has 
occurred on more than one occasion 
that an Amateur radio operator has 
notified the Coast Guard of an 
emergency which resulted in an 
effective resolution to 
emergency. This has required, at 
times, the Coast Guard Communica- 
ions Station coming up on the 
Amateur frequency 

Coast Guarda Communications 
Stations may come up on any 
frequency to render response to an 
emergency in accordance with current 
communications regulations. Once the 
emergency is stabilized, operations 
must return to normal allocated 
frequencies. Within the past month, 
Coast Guard Communications Stations 
in Boston and Honolulu have been up 
on this frequency for emergency 
situations. 

In a letter to Coast Guard 
Headquarters Telecommunications 
Division, Mr. Ed Ricca, K4PT, net 
manager, advised the Coast Guard of 
a shift in frequencies used by 
amateur radio operators in support 
of maritime Search and Rescue (SAR). 
THE SPECIFIC AMATEUR NETS OF CONCERN 
ARE, (1) the Intercontinental 
Traffic Net, Maritime Mobile Service 
Net, and the Seafarers Net. These 


nets have operated 24-hours a day on 


14313 kHz since the '60s, providing 
aid to sailors and the Coast Guard 
SAR missions with auxiliary communi- 
cations. Most recently these nets 
provided direct support during the 
HUGO emergency. 

During the past few years Mr. 
Ricca reports these nets have been 
beset with harassment and malicious 
interference, causing interference 
in a SAR situation and to regular 
communications. (A tape recording of 
the interference experienced was 
brought to the attention of the 
Coast Guard). As net manager he 
coordinated a frequency move in an 


attempt "to restore once again some 
decorum back into the networks 
operation". EFFECTIVE 1100Z 20 


SEPTEMBER 1989, THE NEW OPERATING 
FREQUENCY IS 14300 kHz. 

The Coast Guard's only amateur 
radio station, K4CG, Alexandria, 
Virginia, was regularly up on the 
above nets and a Coast Guard Amateur 
Net until promotion and reassignment 
of the station manager. The station 
is located on board the Coast Guard 
Information Services Center. When 
the new manager, an Amateur radio 
licensee, reports for duty in Decem- 
ber 1989, the Alexandria station 
will again be active in the Nets. 

The Coast Guard is expected to 
pass this information to the amateur 
publications QST, 73 and CQ. 


EDITOR's NOTE: Larry Gansz retired 
from the Coast Guard as an Assistant 
Professor teaching Electronics Eng- 
ineering at the Coast Guard Academy. 
His career included duties as Admin- 
istrative Officer in the Naval Eng-
